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WHAT ARE OUR MOST SUICIDAL DEFECTS? 

By (t. E. Troutbeck. 

I AM conscious that the title I have given to my paper is „„t 
an exuberantly cheerful one, -but 1 trust that the contents 
prove less doleful than the name. In choosing this subject 

1 have been anxious to throw out suggestions for subsequent 
•consideration and debate, rather than to deliver a set lecture. 
I have desired, if possible, to elicit the opinions of others 
iatliei than to air my own. But an opener of debate has 
the privilege — and, indeed, the duty — of expressing his ot- 
her views, if only with the purpose of stimulating and pro- 
voking opposition. I cannot but suppose that many here 
will differ substantially from my conclusions, and it should 
be interesting to tind out how the matter presents itself to 
minds of very varying constitution. 

In order to guard against any misapprehension at the outset, 
it may be well to mention that the defects to which reference 
is to be made are not specially national, or English, in character. 
Reflections on purely national peculiarities are not, peihaps, 
very useful. They seem apt to degenerate into criticisms 
of our neighbour on the one hand, or into superfluous self- 
depreciation on the other. If allusions to one or two of our 
more salient national defects occui latei on, it is in spite of 
a conviction that the human heart is very much the same 
•all the world over.
